For better Encouragement to Proſecute the French and Ind.zn Enemy, &c, 


Ordered, 


HAT if any ſuitable perſon or perſons ſhall offzr themſelves to take the 
Command of a Company againſt His Majeities Enecmi:s, and obtain a 
Commiliion from the Honourable the Lieuccnant Covernour, or 
Commander in-Chief; with Orders to Raiic a Companv or Compa- 
nies for His Majefties Service : fuch Othcers and Compant-s ( over 
and above tne Encouragement given by an Act ot th1> Court, of Fitry Vounds Per 
Head for every Indian man, and Twenty five Pounus Fer Head, tor any Indian 
Woman or Child, Male or Female, under the Age ot btourteen Years, taken or 
brought in P riſoner ; the Scalps of all Indiahs flain, wo be pioduc:d and dclivered to 
the Commiſtioner or Commiliioners tor War, as the Law in thai caic provides, and 
the benefit of Plunder ) ſhall be allowed aiid paid cut of the Publick Treaſury their 
neceilary Proviſion, Ammunition and accultomed Wages, tor ſo l-»g time as they 
are ſeeking or purſuing ſaid Enemy. But when they thall 1eruin ro any Town, Forr, 
Garriſon or Veilels tor ſo long time as they ftay in any ſuch place, they fſhall be out 
ot Pay : And the chicf Officer and Clerk of every tuch Company , thall cach of chem 
keep a Journal of all their Proceedings from time to time, and return che ſame-unto 
the Commitſfioner for War, and that they be further ſupplied with Veſicls for Trant- 
portation, and Boars as needed. And in caſe of receiving any Wounds or Maihems 
in the {aid Service, ſhall be encouraged as to Cure and Penſions as is by I aw provided 
for Souldiers that are Impreſſed, and likewiſe to be allowcd a Uhyrurgeon with them 
it it be procured under Publick Pay. 

And for Encouragement of ſpeedy Succours and Relief to be yielded unto the 
Frontiers.upon an Alarm or Attack mii; upon them; by the Enemy ; "fuch of the 
\Neighboyring Towns as move to their Relief and towards the Surprizal or Purtuic of 
the Enemy, by virtue of the Law ot the Province, or by virtue oft any Order ot the 
Lieutenant Governour or Commander in Chiet, or Commander oi the Regiment, 
Ihall have the like Encouragement as aforeſaid, if ſuch perſons ſhall have purtued che 
Enemy farther than they may reaſonably return in ewenty tour Hours, otherwiſe to 
be allowed no Wages. 


Provided, Thar this Order ſhall continue in force for the ſpace of ſix Months 
Next coming, and for no longer.
